$184,272 CONTRACT APPROVED ECC

The cost of garbage collection 
will not go up in Elba for the first 
year of a new contract approved by 
the city council Monday evening. 
There will however be increases dur- 
ing the second and third year of the 
contract, 

The original proposal presented 
to the city called for a 15% increase 
immediately. 

Mayor Fred Moore told council 
members he felt this was a good 
compromise and he recommended 
approval. 

The $184,272 contract approved 
by the council calls for once a week 
pick-up in residential areas. The con- 
tractor, International Service Sys- 
tem, Inc, (ISS), will furnish 90 gal- 
lon garbage containers to each of 
the present household users free of 
charge. Any new users moving into 
Elba after the beginning date of the 
service will pay a $30 refundable de- 
posit, 

The same basic service and con- 
tainer will be available for business- 


es with less than 20 cubic yards of 


garbage a week. Businesses will get 
garbage pick-up as needed, with 
those needing more than once a 
week service, getting it as needed.

Glenn Vaughan has been hired 
by the Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources as a Individu- 
al Assistance Specialist. 

Vaughan an Elba native was in 
business in Elba for a total of 55 
years before retiring. He ran a suc- 
cessful clothing store and for the 
last twenty-two years he was a 
Sears merchant 

His primary duties will be work- 
ing in Elba with the Adopt-A- 
Family Program, * 

This program is co-sponsored by 
the Alabama Home Economics As- 
sociation, the Governor Hunt's Of- 
fice, the State of Alabama and the 
City of Elba. 

The purpose of the program is to 
provide a way for people across the 
state of Alabama to help the fami- 
lies and individuals devastated by 
the flood. 

In an interview with Vaughan 
Monday, he said that the program

Elba school _—_ Superintendent 
Charles Pearce said Tuesday that 
posted signs have been placed on all 
of the flooded school buildings and 
urges citizens to observe them, 

“We have a responsibility to pre- 
serve the remaining contents of the 
schools and intend to exercise this to 
the best of our abilities”, Pearce 
said, 

He continued with, “We don't 
want to offend anyone, but we will 
be required to enforce the law on 
any unauthorized entry into the 
school buildings”. 


The second year of the contract 
calls for an 8% increase in the price 
and an additional 4% increase during 
the third year. 

The service will remain exactly 
the same as it is today until the firm 
gets the 90 gallon containers in place 
and the garbage trucks modified to 
handle them. 


“If it was not for the 
condition Elba is in, I 
wouldn't be here offer- 
ing this no-increase con- 
tract tonight’, Hartzell 
told the council. 


Ken Hartzell of ISS told council 
members, “If it was not for the con- 
dition Elba is in, I wouldn't be here 
offering this no-increase contract to- 
night”. 

Council member Randy Bedsole 
said, “I have a certain amount of loy- 
alty to ISS for the great help they 
gave us following the flood, but 
Mayor I wonder if this is the best we 
can do”. Moore assured him he had 
talked with other firms and he felt 
this was the best deal Elba would get 
from anyone, 

Council member John W. Sharp-

less question the disposition of the 
$30 deposit. He was told the money 
would be refunded to the resident af- 
ter three years if the container didn't 
have to be replaced due to the house- 
hold members damaging or destroy- 
ing it. 

Both the city and the contractor 
have the option of canceling the con- 
tract at any time, with a 120 day no- 
lice, If the city cancels, they will pay 
the depreciated value of the 90 gal- 
lon containers. These garbage con- 
tainers, costing $40 each, are being 
depreciated for the purpose of this 
contract over a 36 month period. 

The city is presently subsidizing 
the cost of the garbage pick-up from 
the general fund. However there was 
no discussion Monday on how the 
council plans to fund the increased 
cost in future years. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council that the police de- 
partment had responded to 141 com- 
plaints during the past two wecks, 
including five traffic accidents. 
There were 25 traffic citations is- 
sued, including 3 for DUI and 13 
criminal arrest. 

During this same period the ani- 
mal control officer impounded 26 
dogs. Two of these were returned to 
the owners and one was sold. 
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is working, but we need more spon- 
sors. He said that approximately 
557 applications for assistance had 
been taken, but only 40-45 spon- 
sors had volunteered to adopt a 
family. 

Vaughan told this reported, 
"This job will tug at your heart, but 
at the same time,” he continued, "it 
can be very rewarding when you 
match-up a sponsor with a family." 

He related to me the occurrence 
of just such an experience that hap- 
pened recently. 

Mr. Alan Wright, a retired Army 
and Civil Service worker from En- 
terprise, came to Elba and volun- 
teered to adopt a family. He asked 
Glenn if he had a family that he 
could assist in rebuilding their 
home. 

Glenn responded in the affirma- 
tive and immediately took Mr. 
Wright to the home of Cathy Ward. 

Cathy and her two daughters 
Kimberly, age 8, and Kristy, age 5, 
live in the Riverview sub-division 
which was heavily damaged during 
the flood. 

When Glenn and Mr, Wright ar- 
rived, Cathy was busy hammering 
away right by herself (Cathy's hus- 
band died several years ago)., Right

away Mr. Wright told Glenn, "I've 
found my family!" 

Cathy received some financial 
assistance to rebuild her home, but 
it was not enough to buy materials 
and to hire someone to do the work. 
She has also been unemployed 
since the flood due to the destruc- 
tion of her place of employment. 

Monday afternoon this reporter 
visited the Ward's residence and 
Mr, Wright was busy unloading 
materials and making preparation 
to began work on the reconstruc- 
tion. 

Vaughan said, "this program can 
and will work - we just have to get 
the word out."

The Elba city council approved a new garbage collection contract this 
week.

There are prob- 
lems to be solved on just how and what to recycle; how to collect the ma- 
terials for recycling and what to do with it when collected. We ain't men- 
tioned the additional cost of this recycling collection, Right now it looks 
like the plan will be a county-wide plan managed by Coffee County, but 


the cost will be on all of us. 


The new law setting forth requirements for recycling also include require- 
ments for county-wide garbage collection. There will be no more dumping 
in that gully behind the house, or on the back 40. Everyone will be re- 
quired to participate in the collection program. Enforcement methods have 
been put into the law and they give less opportunity to ignore the cases for 


political or other reasons.

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Clark Returns Home To Head High School

Charles Clark, a 1956 graduate 
of Elba High School, will become 
principal of his Alma Mater effec- 
tive August Ist. The decision was 
made official last Wednesday night 
by the school board. 

Clark and his wife Hughey will 
be moving to Elba from his posi- 
tion with Pleasant Valley High 
School. He replaces Mickey McCo- 
llough, who moved to the Superin- 
tendent's office as an administrative 
assistant. 

A retired Army Lt. Colonel and 
Viet Nam aviator who was shot 
down in Southeast Asia and spent 
several months in various hospitals, 
Clark retired from the military in 
1980 knowing he was on the pro- 
motion list to full Colonel. “I want- 
ed to get into education”, was the 
reason he gave for the decision. 


“TJ am coming home”’,, 
Charles Clark said. 


Following his return to active 
duty from the long stay in the hos- 
pital, Clark served in Korea. His 
family was able to accompany him 
there and live with a group of medi- 
cal support families “on the econo- 
my”. Then following his return 
stateside Clark was chosen to at- 
tend Baylor University where he re- 
ceived a Masters degree in Health 
Care Administration. 

One position he held in the 
health care field was overseeing a 
mulit-million dollar construction 
project at Walter Reed Hospital 
near Washington D. C. 

“My family has enjoyed every 
assignment we have had, including 
the tour in Korea. We look for the 
good in a job or a location, and 
there is always something good 
about everything”, Clark explained. 

He retired while stationed at Ft 
McClellan and planned to go right 
into teaching. “However, I hadn't 
seen in my $2.50 two years earlier 
when I got my degree and therefore 
had to get some more schooling”. 
While in school he worked part 
time with a hospital. Even after get- 
ting the degree he was talked into 
working in hospital administration 
for a couple of years. 

“T wanted to teach and therefore 
accepted a position with Weaver 
High, teaching biology and serving 
as assistant football coach and Jr. 
High basketball coach” Clark ex- 
plained. 

He worked there for four years 
before accepting a position at 
Pleasant Valley High, where he 
was working when he accepted the 
Elba position. 

He holds a Masters degree in 
hospital administration, a Masters 
in Physical Education, a Masters in 
Biology and is nearing completion 
on a Masters in public school ad- 
ministration, 3 

When asked if he was looking 
for a place to rent or to buy, Clark, 
said they were going to buy or 
build, “I am coming home”, 

“I was raised on a farm just 
North of Elba. I value that upbring- 
ing and what I got from it”, Clark 
said. 

His wife Hughey was born in 
Randolph County but finished high 
school in the Canal Zone, along 
with her three sisters, 

The Clarks have two children, a 
daughter, Tara Lee Powell, who is 
the mother of a three year old and 
works in Birmingham with AT&T, 
as does her husband. Son Kevin 
and his wife are both graduates of 
the U. S..Air Force Academy and 
are the parents of an 18 month old. 
They were recently assigned to a 
military base in South Dakota. 

Life took Charles Clark from 
Elba and to Marion Institute for 
two years. He then got a degree 
from Jacksonville State in physical 
education and biology. From there 
he was commissioned into the 
Army, where he spent the next 20 
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years, 

He was in Army aviation for the 
first 10 years, and then moved into 
the health care field.

“Elba has got some 
excellent teachers and 
the quality of students 
they turn out supports 
this”, Clark said.

It takes family, 
community, school administrators 
and teachers to mold these young 
people into the citizens we want 
them to be. It takes all of us work- 
ing together as a team to do any- 
thing”, Clark said. 

Clark explained, “There is a big 
challange ahead, not just for the 
schools, but for the city and the 
community. It will take team work. 
It is going to be US.” 

“The first priority is education 
of the children. Be it in busses, a 
garage, trailer or a $20 million 
plant, the mission is the same..... 
.educate the children, ” Clark said. 

“Elba has got some excellent 
teachers and the quality of students 
they turn out supports this state- 
ment”, said the new principal, “I 
am going to be there to assist them 
the best I can.” 

When told there were challanges 


' in several direction that could use 


his experience, he,,continued with, 
“I am going to any and everything 
Mr. Pearce ask me to do. This is 
not a six or seven hour a day job. I 
will be there to meet the chal- 
lange”.

In other personnel action the 
board approved a recommendation 
to move Mrs. Lynn Cook to teaching 
Spanish for one year. Pearce said she 
wasn't certified in the subject, but 
had helped out previously when no 
certified Spanish teacher could be 
hired. 

David Stokes was hired to teach 
the Jr. High Social Studies classes 
being vacated by Mrs. Cook, again 
on a one year basis. 

The board voted to retain Attor- 
ney Kenneth Fuller, of Enterprise, to 
represent the school board. This is a 
one year appointment also. Pearce 
told board members Fuller was 
knowledgable of school law and had 
been recommended for the position 
by at least two local attorneys. 


“We could save 
$250,000 by using this 
rather than building a 
new office,” Pearce said.

Member Shirley Belcher noted 
that by using Mr. Fuller, the board 
could avoid the possibility of a con- 
flict of interest local attorneys might 
have. 

Pearce presented the board with a 
proposal to consider the purchase of 
the house presently being used by 
Flack-Haney Lumber company as an 
office. The building is located be- 
tween the property being purchased 
for the new school park and High- 
way 84, 

“It would make an ideal central 
office (Superitendent’s office) and 
we could save $250,000 by using 
this rather than building a new of- 
fice,” Pearce told board members. 

The cost quoted by Pearce for the 
house and 1.3 acres of land is 
$100,000. He said the architects esti- 
mate the cost for remodeling was 
$40 to $50,000. The superintendent 
said the firm drawing the plans for 
the new schools were excited about 
the possibilities with the building 
and the ability to have $250,000 of 
additional funds to spend in the 
schools buildings. 

The board voted to get two ap- 
praisals on the property before mak- 
ing a decision. 

Pearce also announced that the ar- 
chitects wanted to- take something 
from the old high school building 
and incorporate into the new facility. 
"Dirt will be being moved within 
four or five weeks”, Pearce also said. 

School is scheduled to start on 
August 21st and staff members see

A plea for assistance in the 
Adopt-A-Family Program and the 
signing of resolutions was the order 
of business for the day. 

Sandra Coffey, who works with 
the Extension Service in Coffee 
County, came before the commis- 
sion, She asked for their help in 
getting the Adopt-A-Family Pro- 
gram fully implemented in Elba 
and the surrounding area. 

"The purpose of the program, 
Mrs. Coffey said, "is to get individ- 
uals or groups of individuals to vol- 
unteer to adopt a family and assist 
them in recovering from the flood." 

Coffey told the commissioners 
that the Calhoun County Commis- 
sion had adopted an Elba family 
and was challenging other commis- 
sions throughout the state to do the 
same thing, 

She suggested that possibly oth- 
er county agencies would adopt 
families affected by the flood, if the 
commissioners took the lead in do- 
ing so. An awful lot of bad situa- 
tions caused by the flood still exist 
in Elba, Coffey stated. 


Commission Chairman Bill Ea- 
gerton, speaking for the commis- 
sion, said, "I'm sure that the com- 
missioners will want to do 
something!" 


Eagerton explained that any ac- 
tion taken on this matter must be 
done on a personal basis and not in 


an official capacity as the county 
commission, 

Coffee County Engineer Mark 
Pool requesied that the commission 
adopt a resolution to the Federal 
Highway Administration and the 
State of Alabama Highway Depart- 
ment. 

The resolution is objecting to the 
change in accounting procedures 
being used in figuring rental rates 
on county equipment being used in 
repairing flood damaged roads. 

After the flood, an agreement 
was reached between county repre- 
sentatives and representatives of 
the agencies named above to usc 
the "Blue Book Rates" in documen- 
tation for reimbursement on the 
equipment cost incurred in making 
flood repairs on Federal Aid Secon- 
dary Roads. 

Pool has now been advised that 
FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) equipment rates 
would be used in licu of "Blue 
Book Rates”. ; 

This change could cost Coffee 
County approximately $100,000 in 
reimbursement funds.
